At Least Seven Feet of 
Limestone Must Be Re- 
moved Before Explorer’s 
Prison Is Reached.

Cave City, Ky., February 13.— 
Early this morning the diamond core 
drill had been pushed down the sand 
cave rescue shaft to a depth of 60 
feet and H. T. Carmichael, in charge 
of the shaft operations, expressed 
great disappointment that no bottom 
had yet been found to the limestone 
roof. Apparently the officials were 
seeking to drive through the soft spot 
just below the fifty-foot mark to lo- 
cate a larger tunnel or cavern just 
below. 

Plans for the exploration of the 
first tunnel encountered and the pro- 
gram to be followed when Collins is 
jncated were agreed upon tonight by 
physicians and engineers. Members 
of the medical staff will descend as 
soon as Collins is found, te make a 
therough examination of the situa- 
tion and Collins’ condition before any 
effort is made to remove him from 


’ the rock vise in which he has been 


sripped for two weeks. If there is 
the slightest spark of life, orders for 
emergency measures of the medical 
staff will be passed up the shaft for 
preparation of the treatment needed. 
It likely will be some time after he 
is located until it is fully determined 
whether he is alive or dead, and he 
is removed from his prison. 

About seven feet of limestone had 
been probed beyond g the 51-foot 
stratum of dirt, with no indication of 
a cavern and at 12:13 a. m the drill 
was st'll boring downward. It would 
tnke several days to excavate through 
the ten feet beyond the present depth 
of the shaft and the sixty-foot mark, 
if seven feet of limestone was to be 
removed and the officials seemed 
creatly disheartened.

Mayor Sims immediately called a 
special meeting of the hospitals and 
charities committee of council for 7 
o'clock next Wednesday night, at 
which all charges will be heard, and 
the defendants given a fair and im- 
partial hearing.

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TONG WARFARE SEEN IN SHOOTING 


Dying Chinaman Insists

While authorities Thursday seemed 
urfcertain whethe- to assign the shoot- 
ing of Charley Troy, 40, Chinese 
laundryman, to a renewal of tong 
wartare or not, the victim—nine bul- 
let wounds in his head and shoulders 
—lay dying at Grady hospital, per- 
sistently and spasmodically crying: 

“The On-Leong’s got me.” 

Troy was shot down witheut warn- 
ing Wednesday night in his place of 
business at 43 1-2 South Pryur street 
by another Chinaman who called him 
out and fired without speaking a 
word, - 

The fact that Troy insists he was 
assailed, by a rival kinsman, that he

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State Auditor Must Make 


All Audits

Another sidelight on the auditing 
tangle in the state highway depart- 
ment came Thursday when Wallace 

. Fraser, president of the Audit and 
System company, of Atlanta, entered 
& protest in a letter to The Consti- 
tution against employment of an out- 
side auditor at this time to examine 
the books of the highway department. 

Mr. Fraser said Governor Clifford 
Walker himself had set such a prece- 
dent when accounts of the public 
health department were ready for 
audit in January, 1924. He said his 
firm had contracted to audit some of 
the health departments and had actu- 
ally entered into the work trying to) 
get the audit ready for the annual re- 
port when he was told that the gover- 
nor had informed Dr. Abercrombie, of 
the state board of health, that the 
audit could not be completed, since 
the law creating the state auditing de- 
partment had been passed. Mr. Fraser 


stated that the state auditing depart-| 
ment should examine accounts of the'| 


state highway department and as long 
as the audit bureau exists not one 
cent can be paid legally for outside. 
auditing work. 

Fraser’s Statement. 


Following is the statement of Mr. 
Fraser:

“An appropriation of over $30,000 
for the expenses of the state depart- 
ment of audits was made at the last 
session of the legislature, and I am 
in position to prove that the audit of 
the state departments should not cost 
anvthing like this sum, 

“Tn 1916 while in the employ of a 
local accounting firm, I spent four 
and one-half months auditing the va- 
rious departments and institutions of 
the state, and know the cost of audit- 
ing several other departments which 
I conducted personally the past four 
or five vears,

state auditing department. This con- 
troversy developed soon after an in- 
vestigation of charges of padded pay 
rolls at the East Point shops began 
at the direction of Governor Walker. 

Holder Demands o_o 

Chairman Holder denfanded an im- 
mediate investigation of all the af- 
fairs of the highway department ey a 
joint legislative committee of the pres- 
ent legislature and declared he wel- 
comed a full probe of his affairs and 
the affairs of the department made by 
the “properly constituted authorities, 
namely, the state legislature.” He 
objected to an investigation made by, 
a priyate auditing firm. 

My: Slate, in los statement, denied 
flatly that he had ever had any 
“agreement” with Chairman Holder 
as charged by Mr. Andersen. He de- 
manded that “this urwarranted in- 
sinuation” against him be retracted 
by Mr. Anderson. 

Mr. Anderson made his charges in 
a statement taking full responsibility 
on himself and his associate, Stanley 
S. Bennet, for the employment of C, 
R. Dawson as auditor in preference 
to having an audit of the highway de- 
partment made by State Anditor 
Slate. He declared Governor Clifford 
Walker employed Dawson at the sug- 
gestion of himself and Mr. Bennet. 

In this statement Mr. Anderson re- 
ferred to an alleged “protest” againet 
employment of a private auditor by 
Chairman Holder. 

Controversy Grows. 

The controversy on the auditing 
question involving the governor, the 
chairman of the highway board, the 
state auditor and now Mr. Anderson 
came after a special audit of the de- 
partment was ordered by the governor 
following charges of padded payrolls 
at the East Point shops of the de- 
partment. These charges were pub- 
lisned exclusively in The Constitution, 
being made by F. J. Stukes, a time- 
keeper at the Hast Point plant. 

After explaining his connection with 
the retention of Dawson as auditor 
to conduct the special examination, 
Mr. Anderson declared that he had in- 
formation that department records 
have been altered and expressed the 
opinion that Auditor Dawson would 
bring such facts to light. 

Special Auditor Dawson has been 
unable to give out any information 
concerning the charges of padded 
pay rolls made by Stukes, declaring 
that the records were voluminous 
and much time would be required to 
get at the facts. Judge Stanley Ben- 
net, who was designated by the board 


to tabulate Stukes’ charges and to 
list names of the men on the pay- 
rolls which are questioned, had turn- 
el this information over to Chairman 
Holder, of the highway board, who 
in turn sent it to H. G. Spahr, treas- 
urer of the board, according to a 
statement made by Chairman Holder. 

The three statements, one by Mr. 
Anderson and the other two by 
Chairman Holder and Auditor Slate, 
furnished a view of the auditing tan- 
gle in the highway department from 
all sides. 

Holder’s Statement. 

Chairman Holder's statement 
full follows 

‘T have addresred communications 
to President George H. Carswell, of 
the senate, and Speaker W. C. Neill, 
of the house of representatives, de- 
manding an immeaiate lexislative in- 
vestigation of the entire highway 
board and highwey department. This 
is a mattec, in the light of the ac- 
tion taken by one member of the 
board and by the governor and some 
of his associates, which addresses it- 
self directly to the general assembly 
of the state. Were the general assem- 
bly in session today such an Iinvesti- 
gation would be ordered by that 
tribunal tomorrow. The fact that it 
is in recess all the more makes this 
a matter of emergency. 

“Attacks have been made on the 
highway department, from within and 
without. The matter is one of such 
vital importance to the state of Geor- 
gia that it cannot be played with for 
personal reasons nor for political pur- 
poses. Therefore, it demands the 
only form of legislative attention that 
could be given at this time, and that 
course I have insisted the presiding 
officers of the general assembly give 
iit, I have demanded an investigation 


in 


the two branches, to sit in the state 
eapitol next week; that the member- 
ship of such an invesigating commit- 
tee he selected by the president of 
the senate and speaker of the hause,

conference; that they make up their 
report immediately they conclude 
their investigation and throw it open 
to. the press of the state, and file a 
eopy of it with the next regular. ses- 
sion of the general assembly. 
Charges Hand-Picking. 

“T have no desire to know how many 
members the president and speaker 
intend putting on such a committee, 
nor do I care, directly or indirectly, 
to know who they will be. Rather, I 
do not want to know, They repre- 
sent the saine people of the state the 
highway board is supposed to be serv- 
ing, and [I want the full light of pub- 
licity and accurate knowledge of the 
truth of every conceivable situation 
known to the people of Georgia 
through their representatives and 
through the auditing department of 
the state, and not through a hand- 
picked, political, purpose-planted agen- 
cy. lam insisting on an investigation 
by the people themselves, at their own 
pay, through their own representatives 
elected by themselves, 

“My communications are by this 
time doubtless in the hands of Mr. 
Carswell and Mr. Neill. It is up to 
them to act.” 

Refers to Slate. 

“So fdr as concerns the state audi- 
tor, Mr. Slate, I casually met him 
some time last October in the corri- 


'dors of the capitol building, and asked 


_ him when his force could start work 
/on the books of the department. To 


'show how natural tbis question was, l 


call attention to the fact that in 1923 
an audit of the department’s affairs 
was completed at such a late date 
that the legislature hed been in ses- 
sion eight or ten days before’ the 
department could pace its annual re- 
port in the hands of the governor and 
of the legislators. On this occasion 
the legislature, by adoption of resolu- 
tions and by speeches delivered on 
the floor of both houses severely 
eriticized the department for its de- 
lay, and was particularly critical in 
its allusions to .me as echairman. 
Therefore, when I asked Mr. Slate 
concerning the time he would start 
auditing the department’s books last 
fall, it was merely with a view to 
assuring myself that the 1924 audit 
would be completed in ample time to 
have the annual report in the hands 
of the 1925 legislature without delay. 

“In reply to my question, Mr. 
Slate told me his force would be ready 
to begin the audit soon after ‘the 
books of the highway department 
were closed near the beginning of 


11925. 


“At the December meeting of the 
board, the state engineer, Mr. W. R. 
Neel, insisted that a private auditer 
be employed to look into the affairs 
of the department, explaining that ‘he 
State auditor could not complete the 
work in time for the annual report. 
He suggested that Mr. Dawson, the 
auditor appointed by Governor Walk- 


er several days ago, be employed. 
“I interrupted Mr. Neei and stated 


that Mr, Siate had assured me he 
could do the work promptly and that 
I believed the state's auditor was the 
right man to do the work. At the 
direction of the board, I returned a 
few days'later to see Mr. Slate and 
to get his repeated assurance that he 
could do the work without delay. 
These are the only two occasions on 
which I have ever spoken to Mr. 
Slate concerning an audit—the first 
time to avoid a repetition of the 192: 
criticism and the second time at che 
direct instruction of the board. 

Saw Slate Second Time. 

“When I saw Mr. Slate the second 
time, he told me again that he could 
and would do the work promptly. I 
wanted the state auditor to do the 
work no matter who he may have 
been. 

“So far as Mr. Anderson’s allus- 
ion to an ‘agreement’’ between me 
and Mr. Slate is concerned, there was 
no such agreement. Mr. Slate, on the 
occasion of my tirst encounter with 
him, informed me that it was the 
policy of his department to confer 
with the head of any department con- 
cerning any items he might encounter 
in his audit which were not clear te 
him. His idea was that such items— 
if they existed—might be satisfactor- 
ily explained by the department heads 
in question and their full legitimacy 
established. 

“T reported this statement in full 
to the board, never even dreaming of 
attempting any secrecy or conceal- 
ment. I even told the bourd that J 
thought this a fair proposition, as 
many items might come io light in 
any audit which would require ex- 
planation in detail in order that they 
might be cleared up. 

“Mr. Anderson charges that salar- 
ies have been undulv raised in the de- 
partment. It is true that some sal- 
aries have heen rnised: and raised by 
me. Whether ther were increased 
‘unduly’ is a matter of ii dividual 
opinion. I certainly do not think such 
was the case, or [I would never have 
consented to the rnise. 

“Every salary that I have ever 
raised has been done by direct author- 
ity of law, and I have always been 
guided in fixing salaries by honest 
principles ond my best judgment. The 
board has fixed maximum salaries for 
certain classes of employees, and while 
on some occasions I have increased 
salaries, it was never beyond the lim- 
its fixed by the board itself and was 
always in keeping with my conscien- 
tious “efforts to do the right thing by 
the department and its employees. 

Relation To Auditor. 

“T know the state auditor. Mr. 
Slate, but we have never been allied— 
even politically—at any time and in 
any way. When I ran for speaker 
of the house, Mr. Slate—then a state 
official—supported my opponent. 
When I ran for governor, he voted for 
the present incumbent. This is ex- 
plained in order to make it appar- 
ent that Mr. Slate and myself are not 
parties to any insinuated scheme or 
plot as the result of so-called ‘long 
friendship’. 

“Mr. Anderson chargea that I ar- 
bitrarily employed a private auditor 
during the past year. This is ab- 
enlnutely incorrect. Some months ago

“Later I sought other information 
frora the department and the chief 
clerk told me then that affairs of his | 
ofiice were in such shape that he | 
would need no assistance in getting 
the facts for me. The man who had! 
been used on the former occasion 
was aecordingly not employed on this 
one. 

“As etated before, I welcome a full 
probe of my affairs and the affairs 
of the department by the properly- 
constituted authorities, namely the 
state legislature.” 

Slate’s Statement. 

Auditor Slate’s statement was as 
follows: ; 

“I look upon Mr. Anderson’s state- 
ment of today as an unjust, unwar- 
ranted and false insinuation against 
my good character, which has stood 
unquestioned throughout the fifty 
years of my life. 

“He speaks of an ‘agreement’ be- 
Mr. Holder, the 
chairman of the state highway board. 
There was absolutely no agreement 
of any kind between us—and never 
has been 

“I saw “Mr. Holder twice about the 
matter of auditing the books of his 
department, he approaching me en the 
subject both times. The occasions 
were abouf six weeks apart, ani I in- 
formed him each time that I could and 
willingly would do the work—-and in 
view of the fact that I am the state's 
auditor, it is my official duty. 

“At the second time I informed 
him that whenever, in the coufse of 
my work, I encountered certain items 
and papers that were not clear to me, 
I referred them to the head of the 
department in question. There are 
hundreds of such items; which may 
at first appear to be irregular, but’ 
which a detailed explanation by the 
department head will show to be 
legitimate and will produce proper 
vouchers for the expenditure. 

Made Reservation. 

“Tlowever, when 1 made this state- 
ment to Mr. Holder I was careful to 
specify that under no circumstanccs 
would I consult over these maiters 
with one member or a partial mem- 
bership of the highway board. I made 
it plain that I would demand» that 
any such items be expiained to me 
before a full membership of the board 
—and under no other conditions. Mr 
Holder, of courat, made no objection 
not voiced any comment on this 


policy. 
“I regard it as a strange thing that’ 


one state official cannot casually speak |

No news was received Thursday by 
the highway board relative to J. 
Bereth, paymaster, who disappeared 
Sunday night after The Constitution 
had published a story revealing 
charges made by Stukes. A warrant 
for his arrest was issued and placed 
in the hands of a special deputy, ac- 
cording to H. G. Spahr, treasurer of 
the highway board. 

Anderson’s Statement. 

Mr. Anderson's statement was as follows: 
I am: exceedingly sorry that there has 
been any criticism of the governor in ap- 
pointing an outside auditor to make a 
thorough investigation of the department’s 
affairs. Mr. Bennett and I requested him 
to do this, and we had our reasons for do- 
ing it, which in al probability will be 
quite sufficient when they are made kuown, 
and which should not become known until 
after the audit is completed, for the very 
simple reason that somebody may be done 
an injustice. 

Chairman John N. Holder has expressed 
surprise, if not amazement, that the gov- 


ernor has seen fit to get a private anditing 
firm to look into the affairs of the depart- 
ment, whereas it ig a fact that Chairman 


a private auditor without the consent or 
knowledge of the state auditor, and had him 
work in the department for 45 days. 

It seems that the governor has ample 
precedent for what he did. 

It is charged or intimated from some 
source, according to newspaper stories, that 
C. R. Dawson, the auditor employed by the 
vovernor, {is the close personal friend of 
W. R. Neel, state highway engineer, and 
that Dawson lives in the same apartment 
house with Neel. The inference is that 
Neel has something to corer up and by 
reason of his close relationship with Daw- 
son the state will rot 
Dawson's andit. 

Well, let's not jump at that conclusion. 
It would he just as reasonable to say the 
state auditor is disqualifiel because he 
works in the capitol building with Chair- 
man Holder, or that he is a close personal | 
friend of the chairman. 

Any Audit Welcome. 

After we have had Dawson's andit, I am 
sure the board will agree to have any other 
audit that is desired, ans if it is feared 
or seen that Dawson has white-washed 
Neel, it will be :time enough to have the 
state auditor disclose this fact. 

Dawson was appointed by Governor Hard. 
wick originally, and has done the anditineg 
for the department ever since. Because of 
his familiarity with its affairs, it was our 
opinion that he conld make a& more ex- 
peditionus investigation. 

The chairman of the board, Mr. Holder, 
in January stated that he had consuited 
the state auditor and had arranged with 
him for an audit of the department's arc- 
counts: that Mr. Slate had agreed that in 
the event there were any ‘discrepancies in 
the department he would report them for 
explanation and adjustment befors they 
were used or made public. I have no doubt 
this was an entirely innocent agreement 
or proposal to make and nothing in the 
world was meant by it, and nobody will 
he more shocked, probably, than Mr. Holder 
and Mr. Slate to find that 1 attached any 
importance to it. 

But all over this «tat» IT have been told, 
; time and again, that there were peopie 
employed in the department who were not 
nee fjed, that salaries of individuals had 
een raised without due process, that de- 
| parte "ut records had been change.1i—this, 
ihat and the other. I was determined. to 
vet the truth, from the records as they 
stood, without explanation, reconciliation 
or adjustment, if it could be had, and I did 
not want to proceed in an investigation 
that might, ‘n my own mind, be a white- 
wath of anybody.

Editor Constitution: I chanced to 
hear a remark on a train recently 
that about half the white population 
of Atlanta was from the north. Won- 
dering what the truth was, I have just 
satisfied my curiosity by getting the 
information from the census bureau 
at Washington. 

In the 1920 census, out of 200,616 
inhabitants of Atlanta, there were 
10,705 of them natives of the United 
States outside the south. In other 
words, only about 5 per cent of our 
population is from the north and west, 
to be exact 5.3 per cent. The per- 
centage of white population from the 
north and west is 7.7 per cent. At 
least that was the figure in 1920. 

The propertion of 5.3 per cent is 
almost the same as in Richmond, 
which was 5.1 per cent, and in, Bir- 
mingham 5 per cent. Indeed, the pro- 
portion in Savannah is nearly as 
much, 4.4 per cent, and in Augusta 
4.8 per cent. 

These figures with

IEPENDS ON THE 


LIVER. 

Our English word choler or choleri¢e 
meffiing anger or irascibility, is de- 
rived from a Greek word meaning 
bile. It seems the ancients imagined 


that the bile was the cause of 
iraseibility, and no doubt there are 
many people today who are well 
educated (above the evebrows) yet 
still imagine the workings of one’s 
liver has something to do with one’s 
disposition or temperament And _ so 
it has, quite ag much as the working 
of one’s heart or lungs or any other 
organ. But what is the meaning of 
the term “bilious temperament?’ It 
means that our “educated class” to- 
day is as ignorant of human pby- 
siology as were the old Greeks who 
thought the liver the seat of anger. 
Not only do our highbrows effect a 
supercilious contempt for all eduea- 
ition that goes beiow the level of the 
brow, they shamelessly and indenctly 
parade their ignorance as though it 
were a virtue or a mark of breeding. 
It is the acme of good form for such 
folk to dismiss apy question of phy- 
siology with a facetious or’ humorous 
allusions to “innards.” a shopworn 
gag which never fails to tickle the 
risibles of the phiysical anoron. The 
ancient Greeks at least educated 
their bodies as well as their minds; 
they believed a sound mind needed a 
sound body. The preponderance and 
predominance of physieal reglectives 
in our intellectual class tocay is the 
natural effect of superficial. shallow 
education. Right row it is almost im- 
possible to find a commen _ school 
where honest physiology and hygiene 
ie taught in an adequate way. The 
physically uneducated = Jadies = and 
gentlemen who arrange the curricu- 
ium harber a nasty feeling that the 
less said about the “innerds’ the 
better. The teachers assigned to this 
minor subject usually have no train- 
ing for it: they teke it on as a side 
line, of course secondary to their reg- 
ular work. As a general rule you will 
find the physiology teacher teaching 
fisiology merely as an »cecommoda- 
tion to the board, for the board 
doesn’t want to employ « properly 
trained teacher for such a. trivial 
subject. And some of the fishiology 
these volunteers teach woull be funny 
if one had no concern for future 
citizenship. Text books sed in the 
intended 
for tntrained teachers, and the texts 
are generallv replete with fundamen-

man af my acquaint-!tal errors. Even such a vital subject 


as artificial respiration is either omit- 
ted altogether or imparted weakly or 
uncertainly,. so that the pupil gets 
nothing out of it. 

It is no wonder at-all, then, that 
people entertain such ridiculous ideas 
about the liver arc its funetion. We 
emile at the young child's faith in 
Santa Claus, but not at the same be- 
lief in an adult. The popular concep- 
tion of ‘“biliousness” or a “bilious at- 
tack” is quite ridiculous—-unless one 
has the attack himself. And the asso- 
clated belief that the “bilious” state 
enlls for *something whieh will in- 
erease the flow of bile such as 
ealomel, or some cther cathartic pre- 
sumed to “act on the liver,” is equally 
absurd. Physicians have known for 
more than s hundred vears that ealo- 
mel does not increase the action of the 


liver or. the seeretion of bile—but the 
damned stuff is so cheap and people 
are gO meat about paving their doctor 
bills, that we've Kept on using calomel 
more or less blindlv as a cathartic or 
maybe as a placebo. Calome!l is still 
nn excellent medicine in certain cases 
of syphilis and other conditions, but 
from the happy dav when I dispensed 
last of ahout 10,600 tablets I had to 
cet rid of, I’ve always maintained 
that as a physic this mild chloride 
of mercury meri‘s much of the harsh 
eriticism which has been heaned upon 
the medical profession for the abuse 
of calomel,

An orphanage in Atlanta, Georgia, 
proposes to suspend onerations and 
place the children entrusted to its 
care in private homes. That is a 


distinct step forward. The orphan 
has had half his chance in life blasted 
in the past, by an unjust but conven- 
tional seclusion and segregation. He 
has in fact been kept apart as if he 
were some creature to be avoided 
rather than pitied. America, how- 
ever, has not been the worst offender 
in this matter. The old world or- 
phan asylums as a rule are a good 
deal like penal institutions. Dickens 
did not exaggerate when he described 
the misery and hopeless existence of 
some of the inmates. Though Hol- 
land has been a country noted for its 
splendid institutions of charity, it has 
done the orphan a very unkind act 
by putting him in uniform, so that 
he may be known and noted by all. 
The orphans of the Amsterdam 
asylum look more like clowns than 
unfortunate boys and girls. Half the 
boys’ jackets and trousers and half 
the girls’ dress is a flaming scarlet, 
the other half is black. It is indeed 
one of the sights of the town and many 
a painter has been tempted by so col- 
orful a subject, to see the procession 
of orphans on way to church on Sun- 
day. Old men, inmates of the alms 
house, with top hats, discarded by 
wealthier burghers, are the conduce- 
tors of this singularly sober and se- 
rious parade.

Mr. Shumate’s announcement fol- 
lowed several days’ conference here 
with J. Walter Drake, assistant sec- 
retary of commerce; Henry O'’Mal- 
ley, commissioner of the bureau of 
fisheries, Senators Harris and George, 
and Representatives Lee and _ Bell. 
These Georgia members of congress 
have given him assurance of their 
support of the movement.

pany will cooperate with the govern- 
ment in transporting and planting 1,- 
O00 adult steel-head treut and 10.800

‘SENATOR GEORGE 
IS ASKED TO AID 
POSTAL PAY BILL 
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One of the mest interesting fea- 
tures of the meeting of the Woman’s 
Missionary council, which since Tues- 
dy has been holding daily sessions at 
the Druid Hills Methodist church, was 
the address made by Dr. Joe L. Bow- 
doin, state deputy-commuissioner of 
health. Dr. Bowdoin empbasized the 
great need of ccoperation in Geor- 
gia between the white and colored 
people for the general health of the 
state. 

Dr. Bow.loin particularly commend- 
ed the action of the councils of the 
north and south tseorgia conferences 
of the Methcouist ¢lrurch, suuth, in ap- 
propriating $1,200 to meet a sum do- 
nated by the government for the pur- 
pose of gettine a colored nurse to do 
health work among the negroes of the 
state.” Dr. Bowdoin epoke with great 
praise of the work accomplished by 
Rosa Palmer, th2 nurse who was 
chosen for the werk. 

She is a graduate ¢rained nurse. 
told Dr. Bowdoin, and does advanced 
work by preparing the colored mothers 
and children for clinies to be had 
when the state healthmobile arrives. 
She has done wonderful work in over 
3U counties, has visited 785 houses 
und spoken to S2 groups, aggregating 
over 3,000 people. 

One of Georgia’s biggest problems 
is that of midwifery, said Dr. Bow- 
doin. It is in this field that Rosa 
Palmer has done some of her best 
work. Over a third of the mothers 
in Georgia are attended by midwives, 
mauy of whom are ignorant and su- 
perstitious. Consequently the mor- 
tality among children and mothers 
is high. Rosa Palmer has conducted 
classes in midwifery all over’. the 
state. In one of these classes over 
90 midwives were enrolled. After 10 
of these lessons the nurses are ex- 
amined and given a certificate. 

In concluding Dr. Bowdoin  ex- 
pressed the gratitude of the health 
department for the great help in this 
work rendered vyoluntarily by the 
Methodist women. 
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Continuance of night sessions of re- 
corder’s court, and recommendations

Plans for a new municipal build- 
ing to house all city departments will 
be discussed this afternoon at a meet- 
ing of the public improvements com- 
mittee of city council, it was an- 
nounced Thursday by Councilman R. 
EF. Pennington, chairman. 

A bid of $1,000,000 for the present 
city hall at Marietta and Forsyth 
streets already has been received, and 
it is expected that several other offers 
for the property will be submitted. 
Plans call for sale of city hall, police 
barracks on Decatur street, fire en- 
gine house No. 1 on Alabama street, 
and fire engine house No. 4 on Pryor 
street to raise funds with which to 
build the new structure. 

20-Story Building. 

A. Ten Eyck Brown, consulting 
architect of the city, has submitted 
drawings of a 20-story building, and 
plans which already have been dis- 
cussed propose construction of a 
building of that size, while other plans 
vould make the building 10 stories 
high. Some members of the egmmittee 
eontend that if a 20-story building 
is put up, the floors not required by 
city offices could be rented, while 
other members favor a 10-story build- 
ing, with the idea of adding to it as 
space is needed. 

Mr. Brown’s plans call for a four- 
story base with a 12-story shaft and 
four-story tower. Police and fire de- 
partment- headquarters would be lo- 
cated on the ground floor. with other 
city offices which deal with the pub- 
lic the most. including the water de- 
partment, city clerk, tax assessors, 
tax collector and city marshal. Dor- 
mitories for firemen and _ policemen 
woullj oceupy the second floor.

The third floor would be given over 
to the compteoller’s and construction 
department offices, while the council 
chamber, committee rooms, mayor's 
office, and reception rooms would be 
located on the fourth floor.

De Soto Hotel 
At Savannah

Savannah, Ga., February 12.—Fire 
damage estimated at near $100,000 
was caused in the Hotel De Soto this 
afternoon when flames spread through 
the attic. The loss is said to be cov- 
ered by insurancée. 

The National Insurance Agents’ as- 
siciation had just concluded its an- 
nual convention when the blaze was 
discovered. Most of the insurance 
men had already checked out of the 
hotel for their homes, and the clearing 
of the hotel of guests was expedited 
by this fact. 

The blaze was one of the most spee- 
tacular in years in Savannah, oceur 
ring in the downtown district and 
aitracting a crowd of people various- 
ly estimated at from 10,000 to 15,000, 
lining the three streets by the hotel. 

The collapse of a large dome on 
the southern end of the western wing 
of the hotel was the cause of many 
thrills and came near crushing that 
end of the building. 

The De Soto is known all over the 
country as one of the most famous 
resort hotele of the coast. It is built 
in a Spanish style of architecture and 
is Falued at half a million dollars. 

J. B. Pound, president of the J. B, 
Pound Hotel company, which owns 
and operates the De Soto hetel, made 
a careful survey of the building to- 
night after the fire had heen § ex- 
tinguished and makes the following 
statement: 


| “Phe damage done to the hotel by 
j the fire does not appear to be as 
great as was first estimated. The 
De Soto will reopen tomorrow and we 
shall be able to operate about 150 
rooms in the Liberty street wing of 
the building which was urtouched by 
the fire and damaged by water only 
at the Bull street corner. The dining 
room, lobby and kitchens sre undam- 
aged and all machinery, including 
boilers, water and electric plant are 
intact. The employees will remain at 
the hotel tonight and most of the 
gnests who will be cared for at the 
Savannah hotel tonight will be trans- 
ferred back in the morning.

Could Have Paid. 


George Greene, another of the ap- 
praisers. corroborated the testimony 
of Mr. Westbrook, saying that it was 
his opinion that the bank would have 
been able to pay every depositor and 
all debts, if it had been allowed to 
remain open to liquidate its debts on 
a three-year payment basis, These ap- 
praisers were appointed by the state 
banking department following the 
closing of the bank. 

R. J. Woodall, clerk of the supe- 
rior court of Campbell cgynty, and a 
former real estate operator of Fair- 
burn, was called by the defense as an 
expert on realty values in that sec- 
tion of the state.

SEA SALT BATHS. 
A few days ago, speaking of the 
ugly and often fatal goitres that dis- 


figure people in various districts of 
the country, we mentioned the fact 
that thdSe living along the sea almost 
never suffered from this beauty de- 
stroying complaint. Therecently dis- 
covered reason is the amount of iodine 
the system absorbs through the salt 
air and water and the food from ani- 
mals feeding upon salt laden grass 
and the amount of sea fish eaten. 

People living well in the interior 
of the country cannot eat sea food 
except by the precarious, methods of 
buying it canned. The can, though, 
take sea salt baths, from bags of sea 
salt can be bought for as little as 25 
cents, one bag being sufficient for a 
dozen or so baths. 

If the water is hot, so much the 
better, for the heat will open the 
pores and just that much more salt 
will get into the skin. Such baths 
should never be followed by a rinse or 
a shower with clear water, the salt 
should dry into the skin. Of course 
it will be thrown off soon, but mean- 
time it will have toned up the skin 
making it fine grained and of re- 
markable clearness; it also acts as 
a tonic for the nerves. 

If for any reason you cannot buy 
the real sea salt in bags, buy coarse 
brown salt, as coarse as you can get 
it. Add a big handfull of this to 
your bath water, and add about a 
tablespoonful of half borax and half 
soda. This salt softens the water, 
making it even more cleansing than 
ordinary and gives you something very 
like the bath crystals you pay so 
much for at the drug counters. You 
haven't the perfume, but that doesn't 
matter: vou have, probably, the orig- 
inal iodine in the sea water from your 
coarse salt, that is what does matter 
for vour general health.
